DIMENSIONS 

• All rooms show actual inside measurements, and not from 
outside of building to center of inside partition or from center 
of partition to center of partition, as is sometimes given. 

PLANS 

• One complete set of construction plans furnished with each 
house. Additional sets of suitable plans for financing or build' 
ing permit purposes will be furnished upon receipt of order 
and deposit. 

MATERIALS IN GENERAL 

• All lumber for Bennett Homes is shipped directly from 
enormous stocks in our yards. It is all thoroughly seasoned 
and guaranteed equal to or better than the grades specified. 
Where more than one kind of material is specified, we reserve 
the right to furnish either kind, accord' 
ing to our stock on hand. Thorough 
seasoning means less waste and conse' 
quently lower freight charges. It also 
means that shrinkage, bound to occur 
with green lumber, has occurred before 
the lumber is cut for your home. 

QUALITY OF MATERIALS 

• You have our unqualified guarantee 
that we will furnish materials to en' 
tirely complete your home in accordance 
with floor plans in this catalog and with 
the following general specifications : 



GIRDER 

• Size 6 in. x 8 in. or 8 in. x 8 in., surfaced four sides and cut 
to fit. It is a well'known fact that a built'up timber is stronger 
than a solid timber and is much easier to handle. We there' 
fore furnish material cut to proper lengths to make a built'up 
timber. 

GIRDER POSTS 

• Adjustable iron posts with steel cap and base. These 
posts are furnished in sufficient number for spacing not 
more than 8 ft. apart. 

FIRST FLOOR JOISTS 

• 2 in. x 8 in. or 2 in. x 10 in., according to span, surfaced 
four sides and cut to fit, spaced 16 in. on centers. 

SECOND FLOOR JOISTS 

• 2 in. x 8 in. or 2 in. x 10 in., according 
to span, surfaced four sides and cut to 
fit, spaced 16 in. on centers. 

CEILING JOISTS 

• 2 in. x 6 in. or 2 in. x 4 in., surfaced 
four sides and cut to fit, spaced 16 in. 
on centers. 

BRIDGING 

• 1 in. x 3 in., mitered to fit. A double 
row between all 2 in. x 8 in. and 2 in. x 
10 in. joists having a span of over 14 ft. 




FOUNDATION PLANS AND 
BASEMENT WINDOWS 

• Steel basement windows are furnished for all houses 
as shown on our foundation plans. Before excavating it 
is advisable to secure from us the foundation plans of the 
Bennett Home you have selected to build. Our foundation 
plans show exact location of grade door and basement 
window openings. They also give exact dimensions of 
necessary footings, walls and piers. In no case should a 
foundation for a Bennett Home be built without our 
foundation plan to give you necessary measurements and 
information. 

DIMENSIONS AND SHEATHING LUMBER 

• All 2 in. framing lumber, wall sheathing, sub'flooring 
and roof boards regularly furnished in sound knotted 
Yellow Pine, Fir or Spruce. 

FOUNDATION WALL PLATE OR BOND TIMBER 

• 2 in. x 6 in., surfaced four sides and cut to fit, furnished to 
lay on top of the foundation wall to insure an even bearing 
for the first floor joists. 



RAFTERS 

• 2 in. x 6 in. for all main rafters, surfaced four sides. 
The rafters are all carefully laid out and cut in our mill, 
ready to erect on job. Rafters are spaced 16'in. on centers. 



STUDDING 

• 2 in. x 4 in. surfaced four sides and all cut to fit, spaced 
16 in. on centers. Trebled at corners of outside walls and 
doubled at top and sides of all door and window openings, 
also wherever extra strength is required. Top plates of all 
partitions and outside walls are doubled; single plates at 
bottom. 

WALL SHEATHING 

• 1 in., dressed and matched or shipdap, furnished in stand' 
ard lengths. This is another important item of Bennett 
quality. 
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ROOF SHEATHING 

• 1 in. x 6 or 8 in. D 6? M or Shiplap furnished in stand' 
ard lengths. 



INSIDE DOORS 

• One or two panel design, our choice. 1 Y§ in. thick No. 1 
Fir, mortised for lock sets. 



PORCH CEILINGS JOISTS -AND RAFTERS 

• 2 in. x 4 in. or 2 in. x 6 in., surfaced four sides and cut 
to fit, spaced 24 in. on centers. 



FRONT AND REAR DOORS 

• Glazed with clear D.S. glass. Front doors are furnished as 
shown in the individual house pictures, 1% in. thick*, solid 
Pine. Mortised for front door lock sets. Rear doors, 1% in., 
mortised for lock sets. 



SUB-FLOORIN G 

• 1 in., dressed and matched, furnished in 
standard lengths. We furnish sub-flooring 
for both first and second floors. Double 
flooring is another proof of the Bennett 
idea — it secures rigidity and sound-proof' 
ness. 

FINISH FLOORING 

• H in. matched Select Oak flooring fur- 
nished in standard lengths for all finished 
rooms with exception of kitchen, bath, and breakfast room, 
where base for linoleum is included.

ROOF SHINGLES 

• 210 lb. Asphalt 12" x 36" — 3 Tab. 

SIDE WALL SHINGLES 

• When cedar shingles are shown in illus- 
tration, they are furnished as specified for 
each individual design.

Exposure to the weather. 

16" Double Coursed shingles to be laid 12" 
to the weather with 16" No. 2 shingles for 
undercourse. 

18" Double Coursed shingles to be laid 14" to the weather 
with 18" No. 2 shingles for undercourse. 

All shingles are unstained. Shingle stain color as selected 
furnished for two brush coats.

ATTIC FLOORING 

• When attic stairs are shown in plans, we furnish 1 in. x 4 
in. No. 2 common dressed and matched Yellow Pine floor- 
ing in standard lengths. When attic stairs are not shown, 
no attic flooring is furnished.

PLASTER BASE 

• Not furnished except at additional cost. 

GROUNDS 

• Ya, in. x Ya, in. to nail around all inside door openings and 
at base, as a guide for plastering. 

STAIRS 

• The stairs are carefully designed for the individual 
requirements of each home. The material is the highest 
grade of Clear Pine to match the beauty of the other 
interior finish. They are carefully machined in our mills 
and are shipped knocked-down. 



• 1 in.x 4 in. Fir, surfaced, beaded and matched furnished 
in standard lengths. Ceiling is to be used instead of roof 
boards over exposed rafter ends and over gable overhang. 



CELLAR AND ATTIC STAIRS 
• Furnished in Clear Pine, wherever shown in the plans.

• Kitchen cabinets as shown in the plans 
are included in the price for the home. 
They are shipped knocked-down, com- 
plete ready to assemble.

• A metal medicine cabinet is furnished 
for each bath and lavatory.

• All porch materials are manufactured from the best 
weather'resisting woods of standard designs. 

HARDWARE — LOCK SETS 

• Furnished in brass finish. Cylinder 
lock sets are furnished for all outside 
doors keyed alike. 

HINGES 

• , Finished to match other hardware. 

Three hinges are furnished on all outside 
doors. 

SASH LIFTS AND SASH LOCKS 

• Furnished for all sliding sash windows, 
finished to match the lock sets.

• Our hardware list includes unique balances, attic sash 
sets, base knobs, coat hooks, galvanized flashing for chim' 
ney, dormer and porches. We do not furnish and our 
price does not include eaves'troughing or down spouts. 

PAINTS, OIL AND VARNISHES — EXTRA

• Sufficient in quantity for three coats on all exterior 
woodwork. Paint color cards furnished on request. 



EXTERIOR VARNISH 

• For porch ceiling, we furnish a high'grade exterior var' 
nish for two coat work. 

INTERIOR VARNISH 

• For interior finish of doors, windows and interior trim, 
we furnish either one coat of shellac filler for natural finish 
or one coat of stain, color as selected, with two coats of a 
very high grade varnish. This varnish is very durable and 
can be rubbed within 36 to 48 hours. Putty, oil, sandpaper 
and turpentine in proper quantities to meet requirements 
are furnished. We do not furnish any paint or decorations 
for interior walls. 

INTERIOR FLOOR FINISH 

• For interior floors, we furnish paste wood filler, together 
with two coats of white shellac. 

SHINGLE STAIN FOR SIDE WALL SHINGLES 

• When shingles are specified for side wall covering, we 
furnish shingle stain, color as selected, for two brush coats. 

FOUNDATION, CHIMNEY, 
FIREPLACES 

• Although we furnish foundation plans, 
show location of chimneys, fireplaces, etc., 
we do not include these items in our 
prices, nor do we carry the materials in 
stock. The express and freight charges to 
be met in shipment would offset any ad' 
vantages we might offer. For the same 
reason, we do not furnish plaster. We 
will, however, gladly cooperate with our 
customers by offering suggestions or fur' 
nishing data regarding same. 

BRICK VENEER OR, STUCCO 

• Although we show only a few Bennett Homes in brick 
or stone veneer or stucco construction, nevertheless any 
Bennett Home can be built in this way, if desired. In brick 
or stone veneer or stucco construction, siding or side wall 
shingles are not required and allowance for same will be 
quoted on request. Where houses are shown with brick or 
stone veneer or stucco, siding or shingles for side walls can 
be furnished at an extra cost. We do not furnish lintels, 
stone sills, stone, brick, metal lath, or any other mason 
materials. 

IRON RAILINGS AND ORNAMENTAL 
IRON WORK 

• Iron railings, chimney ornaments, chimney rods and any 
other ornamental iron work are not included in our selling 
price. 

PLUMBING, HEATING AND 
LIGHTING FIXTURES 

• We do not furnish these items and they are not included 
in our price.

• In order that your home may be warm and 
economically heated, you should be sure that 
you have double outside walls with a heavy 
asphalt building paper between the two walls.

• Other things to check on are doorsills, win- 
dows, doors, interior trim, type of flooring fur- 
nished, quality of hardware, paints, and so on 

In Ben- 
nett Homes, for in- 
stance, all outside 
door frames are fur- 
nished with oak sills. 
All windows are of 
clear pine 
thick. All outside 
doors are 1%" thick, 
Solid Pine. Inside doors are panel design of 
clear Fir 1% in. thick. 

• All interior trim is Clear Pine absolutely free 
from any knots, is thoroughly kiln dried and 
machine-sanded, and is carefully selected for 
beauty of grain. 

• When you buy a 
Bennett Home we 
guarantee to supply 
all of the lumber, 
paints and hard- 
ware necessary to 
complete it accord- 
ing to our plans and 
specifications. There 
are no extras to buy. 

• Our price does not include and we do not fur- 
nish any brick, concrete blocks, cement, plaster, 
plaster board, eaves-troughs, plumbing fixtures, 
heating equipment, lighting fixtures, wall paper, 
or inside wall paints. We recommend that these 
items be included in construction contracts.

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FIRE-STOP CONSTRUCTION 



• Another important thing to be sure you 
have in your new home is fire-stop con- 
struction as recommended by the Fire 
Underwriters. 

• By referring to the illustration at the 
right, you will see how carefully all 
Bennett Homes have been designed to 
give you this type of construction. 

• Instead of using full length studs run- 
ning from the foundation wall straight up 
to the attic, you will note that in this fire- 
stop construction, shorter studs are used, 
with a double plate at the top and a single 
plate at the bottom of each. This elimi- 
nates drafts drawing up through from the 
cellar to attic and also prevents mice or 
other vermin from circulating. This con- 
struction with notched plates top and 
bottom also makes for greater warmth as 
an air pocket is thus formed between each 
stud, and it is a well-known fact that such 
air pockets form excellent insulation for 
your home. 

• All rafters in Bennett Homes are care- 
fully selected to assure straight grain and 
are cut to fit. All studding is tripled at the 
corner of outside walls and doubled around 
door and window openings. All outside top 
and bottom wall plates are notched to re- 
ceive the studding. This Bennett feature 
of notched-plate construction eliminates all 
possible errors in fitting, saves time which 
means money, and adds strength and rigidity 
to your home.
